Mile Swim BSA Award 


A new Mile Swim BSA certificate and 
emblem have been made available to 
Scouts who earn them at Owasippe or 
Kiwanis this summer. The certificate will 
be awarded to Scouts who are willing to 
train seriously and can swim a mile safe- 
ly. The emblem which will be available 
at the Trading Post, is to be worn on 
swimming trunks. 

Here’s how to qualify 

1. Swim a mile under safe conditions. 
Swimmers who become tired must stop 
and try again another time. 

2. Must have proven swimming ability 
by having swum at least 4% mile in one 
stretch without great effort. 

3. Use any swimming stroke. Only 
limited resting by floating allowed; 
floating must be in deep water, not by 
holding onto an edge. 

4, In open water an oarsman in boat 
must accompany swimmer no more than 
80 feet away, with pole or oar to help, if 
needed. 

5. No timing or competition permitted 
as the object is to swim a mile at one time, 
not to hurry. 


UNIFORM COST CUT 


In an effort to keep the cost of a Cub 
or Scout uniform within the reach of 
every boy in Scouting the National Supply 
Service has announced a recent reduction 
in cost of these uniforms. The Cub Scout 
uniform when purchased complete is 
$9.95, and a complete Scout uniform is 
$10.15. 

The same items bought individually 
total $10.15 for the Cub uniform and 
$10.65 for the Scout uniform. In 1951 the 
Cub uniform cost $10.67 and the Scout 
uniform $11.32. In these 10 years the 
quality has been constantly improved 
while the cost has been reduced. 

Baden-Powell, Scouting’s founder said 
with great wisdom, “A uniform is attrac- 
tive to boys and it is essential for an as- 
sociation or brotherhood of this kind.”
